300 RENDERED ILL 
BY INSANE ACT 


Believed Children Were 

Selling Her Birthright 
nd She Would Be Left 
Without Funds. 


Fouke, Ark. April 6.—(®— 
Charged with having placed pvison 
in the community well which render- 
ed ill nearly every one of the 300 
inhabitants of J. R. Goldman saw 
mill camp near here, Mrs. Nancy 
Lynn, 70, was arrested here today 
with her brother, Robert Morris. 

The pair were held on charges of 
assault with. intent to kill after au- 
thorities had reported that the well 
water gave indications that more 
than a pound of arsenic, enough to 
kill a score of persons, had been 
dumped into it and it had been found 
that the aged woman recently had 
purchased a quantity of the poison. 

Several children tonight were re- 
ported in a critical condition from 


effects of the poison. | 
The aged woman, authorities said, 


was suffering with an hallucination 


that her children were selling her 
birthright and that her remaining 
years woukl be spent in poverty. Her 
children told officers she probably be- 
lieved sale of timber she thought hers 
could he prevented if the lumbering 
crew at Fouke, a lumber camp with 
about 300 residents, .two miles east 
of here, was removed. 

When arrested and brought here 
the white-baired woman refused to 
make a statement and her brother, 
several yeats her junior, was likewise 
silent. They will be arraigned to- 
morrow morning. 

Mrs. Lynn’s husband died several 
mene ago and left valuable timber 
oldings to his six children, While 
the Jands, the. ehi Idren’ 
of the timber over their 
mother’s protest. Her plea to them 
was that they would spend the money 
and leave her an object of charity in 
her old age. 

Suspicion that something was amiss 
when practically every Tesident | of 
the camp became ill a few days ago 
led officers to investigate. Traces of 
poison were found by physicians and 
when the well that serves the entire 
camp was examined, officers said ar- 
senic enough to kill a score of per- 
sons was found, 

Further investigation revealed, of- 
ficers said, that Mrs. Lynn had ob- 
tained a larce amount of arsenic from 
a Fouke drug store and her arrest 
followed. Her brother was arrested as 
au accomplice. 

Every member of five families was 
ill and at least one member of every 
family in camp felt serious effects 
from the poisoned water. J. Gold- 
en, foreman of the camp, was among 
those stricken. 

Children were suffering most and 
while doctors said they had an even 
chance to survive, considerable appre- 
hension was felt.

SWEEPING WES 
TO GREAT LAKES 


Nebraska Towns Cut Off 
From World for Hours 
as Snow Snaps Wires 
and Holds Up Trains.

Chicago, April 6.—(United News.) 
The Great Jakes region prepared to- 
night for the expected visit of a de- 
siructive snowstorm which swept a 
wide territory west of here today and 
was reported headed in this direction. 

A driving snow with accompanying 
drops in temperature, alternating 
with rain snd mist, centered near 
Council Bluffs and Omaha in Nebras- 
ka today, caused extensive property 
damage and crippled wire communi- 
eation for several hours. Trains were 
running hours behind schedule in the 
storm area. 

A blanket of snow was spread over 
the states of Iowa, Nebraska and 
Minnesota tonight and parts of other 
states also were visited by the storm, 
which followed closely the tornado 
which dealt out death in the states of 
Oklahoma, Kansas and Arkansas 
Wednesday night. 

Cold in Oklahoma. 

A raw wind and rain brought 

much suffering today at Shawnee, 


Okla., where several hundred persons 
were made homeless in the tornado 
and cloudburst which took a toll of 
seven lives Wednesda y night. Four 
lives were claimed in Shawnee. Rains 
and snow reached as far south as 
Texas, according to reports received 
here,

snapped in Nebraska and western 
Iowa today and for’ bhours several

Vote for the: paper stood sixteen 
for and three against, and came on 
the heels of refusal of council to re- 
fer the contract recommendation back 
to the bridge committee for further 
consideration. The vote on the mo- 
tion to refer was seven for and twen- 
ty against.

The fight against the award was 
precipitated when Alderman W. Guy 
Dobbs, chairman of the bridge com- 
mittee, brought the recommendation 
to the attehtion of city council. 

$250,000 Offered. 

Opposition to the award was pred- 
icated on a new development in the 
viaduct situation—the- delivery to 
Mayor Ragsdale of a check for $250,- 
000, half of the amount promised by 
the county. This money had not been 
expected at this time, and its deliv- 
ery. according to supporters of the 
Shelverton Constructién company bid, 
would enable the city to accept this 
offer and thus save the difference be- 
tween the MacDougald company bid 
and the Shelverton bid, 2 saving of 
approximately $111,000. 

The MacDougald bid for the two 
viaducts and all accompanying con- 
struction work was $816,931, the 
lowest bid on the basis of award that 
the company will look to Fulton coun- 
ty for $500,000 to be paid-in three 
installments, December of 1928, 1929 
and 1930. 

The Shelverton Construction com- 
pany was low bidder with a price of 
$705,373 on a basis which would make 
the city responsible for the entire pay- 
ment,

L. Clayton, Houston cotton merchant 
charged with rigging the cotton mar- 
ket, finally got under way. 

Marsh, a New York cotton broker, 
laid the charges against Clayton and 
also has complained to the depart- 
ment of justice that the Houston 
trader’s operations violated anti-trust 
laws, 

Gilbert started off by demanding 
in his first question to know. if Clay- 
ton and his associates had decided 
already on the “policy” they would 
follow in the coming season. Clayton 
hesitate a moment and Gilbert 
said he wanted a “yes or no answer.’ 

Follow Instructions. 

“Unless the chairman instructs me 
to do so, I shall not go beyond the 
operations of the -present season,” 
Clayton finally said. 

“I shall insist on an answer,” Gil- 
bert shouted, and that brought Clay- 
ton’s own lawyer, R. H. Fullbright, 
to his feet in protest. 

“Counsel: here -represents competi- 
tors of my client,’’

ODOR HELD CAUSE 
FOR SEARCH ORDER 


Federal Judge Decides 
Agents May Intrude on 
Premises If Noses Say 
Liquor Is There. 


St. Paul, Minn., April 6.—(United 
News.)—The odor of liquor or any 
visible signs of law violation is suffi- 
cient evidence for prohibition agents 
to search a premises, Federal Judge 
W. A. Cant ruled today in a decision 
which may have a far-reaching ef- 
fect. 

Search warrants are not necessary 


for a premises to be entered, the judge 
ruled, holding that any evidence which 


appeals to the five senses about the 
exterior is sufficient to warrant 
search. 

Where no such evidence leads to 
suspicion, prohibition agents must be 
armed with a warrant, Judge Cant 


ruled. 
The decision was made in the case 


of Joseph Goisdicosno, St. Paul, who 
was arrested December 5 for the ille- 
gal possession of an illicit still when 
agents had detected the odor of mash 
and entered the premises without a 
warrant. 

In making his decision, the judge 
narrowed his opinion down to a fine 
point of the law. No search could 
be made unless violations were com- 
mitted in the presence of agents, al- 
though detection of violation from the 
outside would be _ justification for 
agents to enter a home or place of 
business.

N INDICTMENT 
OF BLACKBURN 


Default by Florida Cor- 
poration on Bonds Cause 
of Financial Troubles, 
Friends Assert. 


BROKER PLANNING 
SURRENDER TODAY 


Blackburn Is Accused of 
Swindling Seven Atlan- 
tans and Trust Company 
Out of $60,000. 


Failure of a Florida mortgage cor- 
poration to make good on issues of 
$168,000 bonds was advanced bg 
friends Friday night as paving the 
way for the indictment Friday of 
‘Palmer Blackburn, widely known in- 
yestment broker, on seven counts 
each of forgery and larceny alter 
.trust and three charges of cheating 
and swindling. 

Blackburn himself declined com- 
ment other than to say, “I do not 
feel that I should make a statement 
at this time since matters have tak- 
en their present course. When the 
proper time comes, however, I will 
fully explain the charges brought 
against me,’ : 

Warrants Not Served. 

Warrants for the arrest of Black- 
burn had not been served Friday but 
the solicitor’s office has been inform- 
ed that he will surrender himself 
this morning. Walter LeGraw, as- 
sistant of Solicitor John Boykin, 
states that close friends of the in- 
dicted broker have said that he ex- 
pects to enter a plea of guilty. 

Blackbuftn is charged with having 
swindled seven prominent citizens and 
the Atlanta Trust company of $60,000 
during the past six months. Bond of 
$25,000 was assessed by the solici- 
tor’s office and 17 bench warrants is- 
sued against him. 

Financial operations for which 
Blackburn has been indicted were the 
direct result of loans made by the 
King-Blackburn company in Florida 


_p about a-year and a half ago, aecord- 


ing to Blackburn's friends, At that 
time, it is stated the King-Blackburn 
company made loans of $60,000 and 
$108,000 to a mortgage corporation of 
Miami, Fla., issuing bonds 
these sums on collateral thought to be 
more than sufficient to protect them. 
Corporation Defaults. 


When the first issue of $60,000 fell 
due the Florida corporation defaulted 
and Blackburn's friends claim that he 
paid the bondholders with personal 
funds and funds of the King-Black- 
burn company. 

The secund issue of bonds, for $108,- 
000, fell due shortly afterwards and 
Blackburn's associates state that it 


in last October, that Blackburn real- 
ized there was danger that the Flor- 
ila corporation would again default. 
He realized that a renewal would be 
necessary and had new bonds printed 
for this purpose. it is stated. 

These bonds, it is charged, were 
substituted for the earlier bonds by 
Blackburn who, his friends claim, still 
had faith in the Florida corporation. 
His friends admit, however, that time 
was so short and events so pressing 
that the new bonds may not have been 
properly validated or properly signed. 
The Florida corporation, in the mean 
time, went into bankruptcy. The 
broker’s friends further admit that 
from this point on matters became 
steadily worse. They believe, if the 
indictments are substantiated and 
Blackburn adopted other measures it 
was to recoup losses of his clients, still 
thinking that the Florida corporation 
would be able to pay either directly 
or through the sale of its collateral. 

The broker's friends say that he 
has all of the old mortgage company 
bonds on hand, ready to trade them 
back for the new bonds. They declare 
that whatever money was involved in 
the bond issues of $168,000 went into 
Florida buildings. This collateral, 
they believe, will still pay 20 cents on 
the dollar. 

Named in 17 Indictments. 

Blackburn was named in 17 indict- 
ments returned Friday afternoon by 
the Fulton county grand jury, con- 
taining seven counts each of forgery 
and larceny after trust, and three 
charges of cheating and swindling. 

Bond of $25.000 was assessed by 
the solicitor’s office, and 17 bench 
warrants issued for Blackburn. While 
the indictments set our frauds 
amounting to $60,000, investigators 
say a much greater sum is involved.

She was_ identified by letters ad- 
dressed to her from Commerce, Ga., 
Birmingham and Mobile, Ala. She 
was from Commerce, Ga., and had 
spent the winter in the vicinity of 
Limona, 10 miles east of here, 

Sheriff B. O. Bowden declined to 
make public the names contained in 
the letters and other data, saying 
he would withhold this information 
until his investigation had progressed 
further. 

Inquiry at Limona today developed 
the statement that Mrs. Carselle’s 
husband had not been seen with her 
stay at that place. 

An inquest vesterday developed that. 


the woman had died from a .25-caliber 
bullet which entered her head under 
the left eve. The coroner said she 
had been dead abott 36 hours when 
‘the body was found. 

The scene of the killing was a lonely 
spot 100 yards off the Dixie high- 
way, about ‘100 miles*north of here. 
The body, only partly clothed, was 
slumped over the steering wheel of 
an automobile bearing a Georgia li- 
cense number. The gasoline tank was 
dry. .A purse containing $138 was 
found on the seat beside the body.

Commenting on the cooperation that 
is being extended in every quarter and 
the necessity of attaining Atlanta’s 
quota of $30,000, I. J. Paradies, well- 
known local business man, who headed 
the drive last year and will] serve 
as vice chairman in the present cam- 
paign, made the folowing statement: 
“Although the quota Atlanta Jewry 
has accepted this year is the largest 
it has undertaken in history of the 
movement to rebuild Palestine into a 
home for Jews as well as the largest 
accepted by any Jewish community in 
the south, those of us who have 
watched local interest grow from con- 
tributions of the smallest figure to a 
total of $22.000 last year are. confi- 
dent of the greatest success. 

“We can well afford to feel opti- 
mistic when we realize that Palestine 
has just weathered its severest eco- 
nomic crisis in a manner worthy of 
a long-established nation.

Washington, April 6.—(®)—The 
annual service commemorating the dis 
covery of the north pole by Admiral 
Robert Edwin Peary 19 years ago was 
celebrated today at Arlington ceme- 
tery under the joint auspices of the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars, the United 
States ‘Navy and the National Geo- 
graphic Society.

FARMER AID VOTE

Washington, April 6—()—While 
democrats were blocking an attempt 
today to set Tuesday for a final vote 
on the MeNary-Haugen farm relief 
bill it developed that President Cool- 
idge regards the ~evised measure as 
still objectionable. 

Mr. Coolidge has. not made up his 
mind about the new bill, relative to 
its signature or veto, and it is not 
now clear just what feature of it 
is not satisfactory to him. He vetoed 
last year’s McNary-Haugen Dill 


largely because of its equalization fee, 
which Attorney General Sargent de- 
clared unconstitutional, and that fea- 
ture is one of sev ral now being stud- 
ied by the president. ; 

In this wedie’s model of the bill 
the equalization fee is placed qs an 
alternative to other machinery to 
care for crop surpluses, but it still 
has the heavy support of its sponsors. 

The maneuvering of senate demo- 
crats to block the setting of Tuesday 
for a final vote of the measure served 
to delay its progress, the minority 
members declaring they wished more 
time in which to draft amendments. 
These changes, not expected to be 
radical, have been under considera- 
tion by cotton state senators for two 
days but did not come to light until

the measure, proposed 
the closing hour of Tuesday for the 
final decision. 

Simmens Objects. 

Senator Simmons, democrat, of 
North Carolina, objected, and a like 
protest was heard from Senator Dill, 
democrat, Washington. 

Another interested in the delay was 
Senator McKellar, democrat, Tennes- 
see, who will seek to restrict the pro- 
posed federal farm board’s power in 
utilization of the equalization fee. 

McNary had previously indicated 
that a vote would be taken this week, 
but this outlook was definitely dissi- 
pated by today’s moves, Although the 
texts of the promised amendments had 
not been revealed, there was reason 
to believe that no serious hindrance 
to early action would spring from 
them. A vote by Wednesday was ex- 
pected in some quarters, due to indi- 
eations that the farm bloc would be 
sympathetic toward the latest sugges- 
tions for change. 

Among these is a tentative proposal 
that the various commodity councils 
be named by the president with sen- 
ate consent, instead of by the farm 
board. Another would seek to require 
the consent of the advisory council 
before the board would declare an 
operating period for the equalization

fee on the commodity controlled by 
the council. 

Senators Gooding, republican, Idaho, 
and Frazier, republican, North Dako- 
ta, supported the bill in its present 
form in continuing the senate debate. 
Both declared that the farmer had 
suffered at the hands of the govern- 
ment and has been discriminated 
against in favor of industry since the 
war. They cited the federal reserve 
act and legislation on behalf of the 
railroads as federal steps that had 
been taken to help other interests, 
while claiming that nothing had been 
done ‘to ‘help the farmer. 

Senator Walsh, democrat, Mon- 
tana, opposed the measure on con- 
stitutional grounds, saying “You 
cannot take public funds out of the 
public treasury and turn them over 
to an individual or an association of 
individuals for the promotion of pri- 
vate business,”’

Washington, April 6—Scores of 
letters are being received here by 
southern senators and representatives 
as the aftermath of the Postmaster 
Peterson tragedies at Douglas, Ga. 
These letters report, like cases of 
holdups of postmasters, male and fe- 
male, in southern states by persons 
representing themselves as arbiters of 
federal appointments. Some of the 
letters are unsigned, but purport to 
give in detail how the holdups were 
made, by whom, for what amounts, 
and the names of those who paid the 
exactions, so that an* investigating 
committee would have all those 
sources for any probe that might be 
instituted. The general view by sen- 
ators is that the postoffice depart- 
ment should be allowed time to inves- 
tigate the charges which are being 
forwarded to it, but that unless sub- 
stantial and reliable results are soon 
reported by the department a special 
senate committee will be charged to 
make .a thorough ‘investigation, to 
visit the states, summon witnesses 
and documents and get the real facts 
as guides to future legislation on the 
subject. ‘ 

The view of the postal authorities 
is that any forced assessments by 
political persons, not officials in the 
government service, are ‘outside the 
federal statutes and, if offenses at all, 
are such under state statutes, as I 
have heretofore related, 


Get Ready for Air Mail. 


The preparations of the Pitcairn 
contractors for the air mail between 
New York and Atlanta are sending 
their pilots over the route to test it 
thoroughly before May 1 when, the 
daily service is to begin. They report 
the fields, lighting beacons and mark- 
ers are all in proper condition, ex- 
cept the full lighting equipment be- 
tween Richmond and Greensboro and 
that is being forwarded so as to be 
fully installed during this month. The 
service is eagerly awaited all the way 
from New York to New Orleans and 
the postal authorities believe it will 
be a popular and exceedingly useful 
social and commercial service. 


Farm Bill Will Win. 

The farm bloc in the senate is 
pressing the McNary-Haugen farm 
relief bill to a vote with a prospec- 
tive majority of 55 as against 33. It 
is freely predictéd from the cloak- 
rooms that President Coolidge will 
veto the bill when it gets to him; but 
there is whisper behind the doors that 
he may surprise the country by sign- 
ing it and putting the onus of prov- 
ing it is a constitutional and effec- 
tive law upon the farmers themselves. 
But there is not much credence giv- 
en to that whisper. The stronger be- 
lief‘is that he will challenge the farm 
cfowd to pass it by two-thirds in each 
house and that does not now appear 
possible.

Miss’ Pankhurst herself 
looked well and was active. 

Neighbors told the United News 
they thought the baby must have been 
horn between October and January. 
Miss Pankhurst, they said, left the 
cottage last faN and returned early 
in January with a baby apparently 
only a few days old. They surmised 
that the child was born: about 
Christmas. 

Miss Pankhurst, the neighbors 
added, kept to herself and had told 
them nothing about the child.

“The antics of the stock market 
have put us in a dangerous mood. We 
are being encouraged to expect too 
much and the federal reserve banks 
have helped this sentiment along by 
reducing their rediscount rate. It is 
not unlikely that the future course 
of the money. market will make the 


existing 31-2 gg cent rediscount rate 
look riienloudga here is &700,000,- 
000 French mofey on deposit in New 
York that may be taken away any 
day.” 

Since that statement was made 
there has been a countrywide advance 
in the rediscount rate.

Radio, one of 
the recocnized leaders in the wave of 
speculative mania breaking out a 
month azo. has never paid any divi- 
dend, although advancing to a price 
only justified by a stock which for 
years has been paying 10 per cent 
dividends and earning much more. _
